State Road Engineer Joe S.

This would 
tire the state aboUl fifteen hun- 
dred miles of trunk line roadwa\. 
the system to be constructed of 

concrete, hrick or asphalt. The 
remaining twenty.*uae hundred 
miles will l;e constructed . with 
iower type surface, this system 
to embrace the secondary road- 
ways. 

The government aid to road 
bmlding. would bring the total 
amount to $o2.500.000 under the 
present arrangements with the 
possibility of this being increased 
to approximately seventy five 
millions under further federal 
aid. The measure as outlined 
has the hack! tig of the Kentucky 
(iood Roads Association. Good 
Roads Department and other or- 
ganizations. The hill was draft- 
ed by former Attorney General 
M. M. Logan, of Louisville.
